tle, sheep, swine, dogs, chickens, etc. 


( 2 ) 
If it is noticed that hogs are 


sick or off feed, prompt notice should 
be given to the office of the Bureau 
of Agriculture at Sedalia. 
(2) 
A ll infected herds should he 
examined 
dally 
and 
sick 
animals 
should be separated from the well. 
All dead animals should he burned. 
(4) 
A ll communication 
between 
the lots where the infected animals 
are isolated ar.d any neighboring hog 
lots should he cut off, and those per­ 
sons whose duties necessitate their 
presence in infected hog lots should 
exercise' care by washing off their 
shoes .and, if possible, should change 
their outer clothing, 
especially 
if 
hogs are handled. 
(5) 
Neighbors and friends should 
not bo allowed to visit infected bog 
lots. 
A large percentage of hog chol­ 
era is carried long distances by such 
visits, especially if the animals are 
sick at the time. 
( 6 ) 
W hen it 
is desired to bring 
hogs from one farm to another, both 
in Pettis county, the purchaser should 
keep the imported hogs separate from 
the balance of his hogs at least thirty 
days, and, if possible, arrange to have 
them inspected by the state or the 
United States inspector. 


Importation Restrictions 


The iinjmrtation of hogs into Pet­ 
tis county from the surrounding coun­ 
ties, or from other sections of the 
slate, or from outside of the state of 
Missouri, is prohibited except under 
the following restrictions: 
(1) 
Hogs originating from farms 
er areas where it is known h*'g chol­ 
era exists w ill not be permitted to 
enter Pettis county. 
(2) 
As it is practically impossible 
to move hogs without having them 
become exposed to bog cholera, either 
by coming in contact with infected 
pens, wagon chutes, 
railroad 
cars 
etc., it has been decided by the state 
authorities that all hogs brought into 
Pettis county should receive the se­ 
rum treatment within five days after 
their arrival, at the owner’s expense, 
and they should be 
kept 
separate 
from other hogs for a period o' thirty 
days unless released sooner by the 


proper officials. 
( 3) 
It is the intention to super­ 
vise and inspect all imported hogs, 
and tho state or United States in­ 
spector at Sedalia should be p.omptly 
notified in case the imported animals 


show* signs of being sick. 
(4) 
A ll feeder cattle, sheep or oth­ 
er animals originating at the public 
stock yards at St. Louis, Kansas ( ity 
or St. Joseph that are intended for 
feeding purposes 
in 
Pettis 
county 
should arrive in cars that have been 
cleaned, washed and disinfected un­ 
der 
government 
supervision. 
The 
railroads have agreed to do this free 
of charge on the request of the ship­ 


per at time of purchase. 
(5) 
A ll farmers in Pettis county 
should assist in every way possible 
to see that the above regulations are 
carried out, as it is impossible to 
eradicate cholera from Pettis county 
if no restrictions are placed on the 
importation of animals 
infected 
or 


exposed to the disease. 
( 6 ) 
it should be the duty of every 
person intending to Import hogs to 
notify the state authorities so that 
the proper supervision may be made

Em peror William has just p resent­ 
ed to the city of Em den two old ru st­ 
ed cannon, which recall 
an 
alm ost 
forgotten c h ap ter of G erm any’s colo­ 
nial history and show th a t Germ any 
was seeking its “ place in the sun," 
so far as African colonies are con­ 
cerned. 
over 
two centuries before 
Agadir. 
The cannon were found on the site 
of an old fort. Gross Friedrichsburg, 
on the Gold (’oast of Africa, which 
w as built for the defense of the col­ 
ony established th e re by the Great 
Elector in 1683. 
His am bition was 
to m ake B randenburg the nucleus of 
the future kingdom of Prussia, a rival 
of England and Spain as a colonizing 
power, and he sent out an expedition 
from Emden to establish a settlem ent 
on the west coast of Africa. 
E m den 
had at that time one of the hest h a r­ 
bors on the N orth sea, and the Elec­ 
tor decided to m ake it the hom e port 
of his colonial venture, as well as of 
his modest little navy. 
The undertaking, however, did not 
prosper, and in 1717 Frederick W il­ 
liam I, the fa th e r of Frederick the 
Great, sold the colony to the Dutch 
E a st India com pany of A m sterdam . 
It finally fell into the hands of E n g ­ 
land through the A shantee war, about 
forty years ago.

Dr. Frederick A. Cook’s claim to 


the discovery of the north pole, is still 


of sufficient im portance to enlist the 
consideration 
of 
scientific 
men 
in 
Germany. 
One of these is Prof. Otto 
Basehin, custodian of the Geographic 
Institute of the 
Berlin 
university, 
who, in an article headed, “ Is Cook a 
Swindler?” considers the Peary-Cook 
controversy at considrable length and 
concludes 
that 
the 
evidence 
for 
Cook’s truthfulness is very strong. 
Tho question of observations based 
ujMin the sun s altitude as a method 
of 
determ ining 
whether 
one 
has 
reached the pole is summarily dis­ 
missed by Prof. Basehin as quite un­ 
reliable. 
The insufficiency of such 
observations, he says, was set forth 
soon 
afte r 
the 
Peary-Cook dispute 
arose by Dr. A. Wedemeyer, of the 
German Imperial Marine departm ent, 
an exprienced astronom er and navi­ 
gator, who declared that the explor- 
ors’ diaries, so far as observations of 
the sun’s altitude 
were 
concerned, 
could have no probative value. Other 
authorities have since confirmed this 
ieclaration, says Prof. Basehin, aud, 
this being so. the question as to who 
had 
reached 
the pole 
became 
pri­ 
marily one of credulity, 
in 
which 
Peary, with years of success'll I and 
honorable exploration to his account, 
naturally c am e off the better. 
Prof. 
Basehin 
continues: 
“One 
must separate this question ^whether 
Cook reached the pole) from the sec­ 
ond. w hether Cook, even if he cannot 
prove his presence at the pole, did 
not attain far toward the pole and 
tread hitherto unknown portions of 
that part of the arctic regions. These 
results of his expedition are not af­ 
fected by the strife over th e pole, 
and deserve at least c o n s e c ra tio n , 
whereas they are fully ignored by the 
Peary adherents. 
Little 
by 
little, 
however, the num ber of those who 
believe th a t Cook reached the pole is 
growing.”

T H E BR ITISH MEDICAL ASSOCIA­ 
TION 
IS CONSIDERING 
T H E QUESTION. 


CANNOT GET MONEY FOR DAMAGE 


Official Organ of the Body Recently 
Was Mulcted for Heavy Dam­ 
ages for Having Called a 
Doctor a “ Quack,”

meeting, seriously debated the advis­ 
ability of forming a labor union. 
Recently the official organ of tho 
association 
was m ulcted 
for heavy 
libel 
dam ages for calling a practi­ 
tioner a quack. Insomuch as, under 
a recent 
decision 
of 
the 
British 
courts, the funds of a labor union 
can not be touched for such damages, 
the doctors felt th a t the reorganize 
tion of their association into a la­ 
bor union would not be without c e r­ 
tain advantages. 
The British Medical association In 
its recent strik e against th e provis­ 
ions of the compulsory 
state insu'A 
alice act em ulated the tactics of la­ 
bor unionists, but in spite of th e re­ 
puted higher m entality of its men* 
hers, it suffered defeat on account of 
a lack of solidarity, ju st as m any 
of its hum bler exem plars have. 
Following in the footsteps of th# 
doctors, the police 
are 
c o n tem p la t­ 
ing the formation of a labor union, 
to be called the Amalgamated Socie­ 
ty of Policemen. L etters appear ev­ 
ery week in the police organ, citing 
grievances and suggesting 
the for­ 
mation of a union as the 
first step 
tow ards their correction. T he chief 
dem and is for a maximum police sal­ 
ary of $10 a week, and one c o rre s ­ 
pondent suggests th a t as the police 
have to enforce fair play in the la­ 
bor disputes of others, they should 
have littIe* 
difficulty 
in 
enforcing 
their own demands. One w riter hint­ 
ed that it might go badly with the 
public if the police struck for their 
rights. One of the chief 
worries of 
ilif police is due to the su ffrag ettes 
whop* activities have added greatly 
to their overtime, for which they get 
no extra pay. Recently tho force has 
been increased in order to give Tong­ 
er vacations, but the men feel that 
tbeir lot is cast in hard places.

world, when she 
stranded 
in Dun- 
cirum hay on her third trip across the 
Atlantic. Mr. Bell built some of the 
greatest bridges in India.

these structures are great engineer­ 
ing feats, for 
the 
designs have to 
provide for inundations and changes 
ir* the courses of th e treacherous riv­ 
ers they span.

weakened, and that there has been 
an immense 
recrudescence 
in

cultivation of tho drug. In the prov­ 
inces of Animi, H unan and Shantung 
the campaign for the suppression of 
the cultivation of the plant has been 
successful, and in 
consequence the 
importation of opium into these prov­ 
inces will cease. But investigation in 
other parts of the republic 
tolls a 
different tale. In m a n y of the prov­ 
inces the authorities are powerless to 
prevent cultivation; 
in others there 
is collusion between the powers and 
the growers, and in still others tho 
officials are not inclined to deprive 
themselves of a rich source of re ve­ 
il ue. 
The reports, however, are not all 
from official sources, many being sup­ 
plied by missionaries 
and travelers, 
so exact figures are impossible. The 
m inister concludes with 
th e state­ 
m ent th a t a great deal m ust be done 
before the work of suppression can 
be considered complete.

OA these, while the crops

fair, they w ill fall short, 
as 
there 
was not enough rainfall to make 
i 
good crop of corn, no matter if tho 
work was done as wel as men know 
bow’. When it is remembered 
that 
approximately 250 pounds 
of water 
must be taken from the 
soil 
and 
passed through 
the 
leaves of the 
riant for each pound of dry matter 
in corn, it will then give some idea 
of the amount needed. This amount 
has not come from the 
few 
clouds 
that passed our way. 
No wonder oats did not do much 
for us when it is remembered that 
a pound of dry matter produced in 
cats takes almost twice as much wa­ 
ter as corn requires. The water sim­ 
ply did rot come and was not stored 
in the soil, since the ground has not 
had 
a 
real 
wetting 
for 
several 
years. 
Notwithstanding all this, there 
is 
going to be a great amount of corn 
in the county, and only 
the 
most 
splendid work hag secured it. Had 
Pettis been given a fair chance we 
would have seen one of the greatest 
of corn crcps.

more. No methods of tillage can put 
moisture into the soil; and

Crop Reports. 


In extreme times reports are near­ 
ly always magnified. In very hot or 
dry or cold or wet 
we 
hear “ The 
hottest, the dryest, the 
coldest or 
ihe wettest I ever knew.” 
Crop re­ 
ports are much the same. W e love 
sensation, and 
the 
disposition per­ 
haps grows, and in a bad time we 
are much inclined to see all of the 
bad and not much of the good 
I 
do rot know' much of other sections, 
except from reports, but so far as 
Pettis county is concerned the corn 
crop lacks a long shot of utter rum 
F a ir corn is the rule. There is one 
township 
hurt wmrse than the 
oth­ 
ers, but where a poor field is found 
the cause of its being worse 
thai. 
those about it “ can be read between 
the rows.” The story is just as easi­ 
ly read in the good field. W ithin the 
last few’ days I have been in every 
township in the 
county 
and have 
gone into many fields, and a careful 
examination reveals that almost a1! 
corn put 
in in good season 
and fair 
soil, and 
given proper care the corn 
is polennated and the ears w’ell filled 
out with grains, and where most of 
the leaves are yet green, as they are 
in most fields, w ill make corn. Many 
of the fields have very little firing 
and a good many scarcely at all. 


W here the soil was very 
thin br 
w’ork badly done, these fields can not 
do more than make low’ grade fod­ 
der; but or. an average there are not 
many such in this county. It is truly 
j wonderful how Pettis county corn is 
enduring the hot 
winds 
and 
dry 
{weather. 
* ♦ 
« 
If Pettis county fodder could all 
be put in silos 
it 
would 
feed on 
’ toughness all the stock we have. U n­ 
fortunately all do not have silos, and 
'e ve ry acre of corn not put in silos 
should be put up and taken care of. 
Putting has already begun on tha 
badly burned 
fields 
and 
this is a 
wise plan. W h ile it may not make as 
good feed as we desire, it w ill keep 
stock from starving; but if left in the 
shock till the wet season sets in the 
excessive rains w ill 
turn 
it black 
and render it unfit 
for 
feed. 
It 
should be put up In some shelter as 
soon as cured or stacked like grain 


and well covered, and it can be kept 
well in this manner. 
Early Fall Pasture. 
It is likely that rains may set in by 
early September, and If so good fail 
pastures may 
be 
expected, 
where 
grass roots have not been killed. 
If weather permits rye or wheat 
may very safely be sown the last of 
this 
month or early September f e ­ 
tal! 
and 
winter pasture. If wanted 
also 
for spring 
pasture, rye is not 
so likely to winter kill, and rye w ill 
make about the greatest amount of 
pasture for spring of any of the 
fail 
sown crops 
If 
pastured 
in 
spring 
and the 
ground is to be put to corn it is not 
safe to allow it to stand later than 
about M ay 5, but if cowpeas are to 
1 follow we may pasture the rye till 
| t ho middle of May, when the ground 
may then he plowed for the peas. 
»Rye for early spring pasture relieves 
the bluegrass until 
it 
gets a good 
start.
